Connecting your Memory Card Gateway 

Connect Memory Card Gateway to your computer 
with the accompanying USB cable. 

Your computer will automatically recognize and install 
the device.

2) CompactFlash 
/ MicroDrive 

3) SDCard 
/ MMC

Using Your Memory Card Gateway 

The device allows you to access the contents of the 
memory card just as you would access the contents 
of the hard disk drive on your computer. 



LED Indicators 

The Memory Card Gateway uses 5 LED indicators to 
let you know its operational status: 

♦ 1 Power LED 

- When the device is plugged in and receiving power, 
the Power LED will turn red. 

♦ 4 Memory Card Slot LEDs 

- When a memory card is inserted, the corresponding 
LED will light up and remain lighted until the card 
is removed. 

- When data is being accessed on or written to a 
memory card, the corresponding memory card 
slot LED will flash until the operation is complete. 
It is possible for more than one memory card to be 
accessed at the same time.

Each memory card should be inserted as described below: 

(1 ) SM: Insert the card with gold connector side facing down 

(2) CF/MD: Insert the card with label side facing up 

(3) SD/MMC: Insert the card with label side facing up 

(4) MS: Insert the card with label side facing up 

Push the card in gently until you feel a slight "click" and 
the memory card connectors make contact with the device. 
The corresponding LED will light up. 

Note: For MS DUO and miniSD use the adapter provided by the 
manufacturer of the memory card. 

Warning: Take special care to insert the correct memory card type 
r\ in its designated slot. If the memory card does not slide in easily, 
/!\ double-check that you are inserting it in the correct slot and in 
the correct manner. 



Warning: DO NOT remove memory cards or unplug the 
device while any LED is flashing. Removing memory cards 
or unplugging the device during data transmission may 
crash your computer and cause you to lose valuable data. 



Safely Removing Memory Cards and the Device 

Removing Memory Cards in Windows 

To safely remove memory cards from the device, take 
special precaution to ensure that there is no data 
being written to or read from the memory card: 

♦ From Windows Explorer, right click on the icon of the 
card to be removed and select 'Eject'. 

♦ Once the corresponding LED for the card to be 
removed turns off, carefully pull out the card. 

Removing the Memory Card Gateway 

To safely remove your Memory Card Gateway, disable 
the device before unplugging it from the computer. 
The method to disable the device will vary based on 
the operating system of the computer. Please refer to 
the instruction manual of your computer for details.
